USE OF HEROIN SPREADING RAPIDLY AMONG 
DRUG FIENDS 


According to information gathered by the United States Department 
of Agriculture, there has been a sudden and very significant increase in 
the use by persons with a drug habit of the Iittlo-known but very danger- 
ous drug called “heroin.” Thesales of this drug have recently increased 
greatly, particularly in those states which have rigid laws preventing the 
indiscriminate sale of morphine and cocaine. Investigation of the sub- 
ject establishes the fact that many drug victims who formerly used 
end cocaine end who under the new laws find it dificult to 
obtain these substances have begun using heroin, the sale of which is not 
as yet as carefully restricted under etate laws. The drug is anid to be 
fully as dangerous es morphine and by many is held to be much worse, 
for the reason that it cecacionallly kills the victim outright and its habit 
is far harder to overcome than the use cf thecther drugs. The Depart- 
ment, pending further action, epecially warns all people who are unfa- 
milier with the drug to avoid all preparations containing the substance 
and to take it only on the prescription of reputable physicians.
